1 . This office action is responsive to application entered on 10/14/2003. Claims 1- 
19,21-23 are pending in this office action. 

Claim objections 

Claim 20 Is missing or not claimed. Correction of claim sequence is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 35 1(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defijied in section 35 1(a). 

2. Claims 1-19,21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable 
over Broberg, et al. Pub. No. 20040128641 . 

Regarding claim 1: Broberg teaches a device comprising: 

one or more diffused memories ([paragraph [0009]); and 

one or more diffused regions, where in said one or more diffused regions are 
configurable to provide one or more ports for said one or more diffused memories 
([paragraph [0038]). 

Regarding claim 7: Broberg teaches a device with FIFO ([paragraph [0009]). 

Regarding claim 14: Broberg teaches a device comprising: 



means for implementing one or more diffused memories ([paragraph [0009]); and 
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means for implementing a plurality of ports for at least diffused memories, one of 
said one or more of ports are wherein said plurality implemented using R-cells 
([paragraphs [0009] and [0030]);. 

The rennaining claims of 102(e) section contain features similar to the rejection of 
claims 1,7 and/or 14 and rejected in the rationale.
